The pursuers pressed forward, led 
by packs of blood hounds, grimly de­ 
term ined to wipe out of existence an 
outlaw band held 
responsible 
for 
many crim es in Florida during the 
past ten years, 
Early last night, deputy sheriffs 
encountered John Ashley son of Joe 
Ashley, near Ol.wnphis, and exehang- 
| cd shots with him. 
The officer’s au­ 
tomobile stalled 
and 
Ashley 
came 
within fifty yards of the party be­ 
fore he recognized one of the depu­ 
ties. 
He halted and was ordered to 
throw up

hands.

Obeying he whipped out his revolver 
and tired. He leaped in a depression 
on the ground as the officers opened 
fire, and escaped.

Into Ann’s mind rushed the tales 
she had heard of field hospitals and 
the atrocious care men received in 
them—care vastly different from 
the well-equipped wards in which 
she had worked. 
“I am going,” she said to her 
hostess. “I have worked for a year 
and a half In hospitals In New 
York.” 
The woman smiled at her anx­ 
iously. “Reckon you belong there, 
then,” she said reluctantly, “but I 
kind of hate to see you go off like 
this” 
There was great confusion at the 
seminary, which was being trans­ 
formed from a school Info a hos­ 
pital with a speed In which, It 
seemed to Ann, there was a sort of 
panic. She found the doctor rather 
Indifferent to her proffered assist­ 
ance. Fie had, he said, half a dozen 
men nurses, whom he had picked 
up In Gettysburg. 
She set humbly 
to work bringing cold water to the 
patients, and fanning them as they 
lay exhausted. No one of them was 
alarmingly ill, and as the darkness 
settled down they all went to sleep. 
There was nothing for Ann to do, 
so she found an empty room In the 
seminary, and locked herself into 
it.

She sprang up, dazed, and for 
a moment glared about her wildly 
at her strange room.

The hospital 
corps felt the stimulus of this good 
news at once; even Ann was cer­ 
tain that the horrid tide of wounded 
would ebb with the arrival of the 
popular Union leader. She was en­ 
gaged in cutting the uniforms from 
horribly mangled men; the regular 
nurses were unable to cope with the 
wounded, and she was welcome to 
do what she could.

who had been lame from his birth 
was carried by. He used to be placed 
every day at what was known as the 
I; Beautiful Gate of the Temple, to beg 
(from the people on their way into the 
Temple, and when he saw Peter and 
John on the point of going into the 
Temple he asked them to give him 
something. 
Peter fixed his eyes on 
him, as John did also, and said to 
him, 
“Look at us!” 
He looked at them, supposing that 
they were going to give him some­ 
thing. 
But Peter said, 
“I have no silver or gold, but I will 
give you what I have. In the name 
of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, walk!” 
And he took him by the right hand 
and raised him up. and his feet and 
ankles immediately became strong, 
and he sprang to his feet and began 
to walk, and he went into the Temple 
with them, 
walking, 
leaping, and 
praising God. 
When all the people 
saw him walking about, praising God, 
and recognized him as the man who 
used to sit and beg at the Beautiful 
Gate of the Temple, they were per­ 
fectly astonished and amazed at what 
had happened to him. 
And as he still clung to Peter and 
John, all the people crowded about 
them in the utmost astonishment in 
what was known as Solomon’s Colon­ 
nade. When Peter saw this, he said 
to the people. 
“.Men of Israel, why are you so sur­ 
prised at this? 
Why do you stare 
so at us, as though it were some 
power or some piety of ours that had 
made him able to walk? The God of 
Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, the God 
of our forefathers, 
has 
done 
this 
honor to his servant Jesus, whom 
you betrayed and disowned before 
Pilate, when he had decided to let 
him go. But you disowned the Holy, 
Righteous One. You asked to have a 
murderer released for you, and killed 
the 
very 
source of life. 
But God 
raised him from the dead, as we can 
testify. 
It is by 
his 
power and 
through faith in him that this man 
whom you see and recognize has been 
made strong again, and it is faith 
inspired by him that has given him 
the perfect health you all see. Yet I 
know, brothers, that you did not 
know’ what you were doing, any more 
jthan your leaders did; it was in this 
| way that God fulfilled what he by all 
J the prophets foretold that his Christ 
must suffer. 
So repent and turn to 
God, to have your sins wiped out, and 
(happier times will come from the 
presence of the Lord, and 
he will 
send Jesus, your destined Christ. Yet 
he must remain in heaven till the 
time for the universal reformation of 
which God told in ancient times by 
the lips of his holy prophets. Moses 
said. ‘The Lord God will raise up a 
prophet for you from among your 
brothers, as he raised me up. 
You 
must listen to everything that he 
tells you. Anyone that will not listen 
to that prophet will be annihilated 
I from among the people.* 
Why, all 
the prophets from Samuel down, who 
have spoken, have also foretold these 
days. 
You are the descendants of 
I the prophets and the heirs of the 
I agreement that God made w ith your 
| forefathers when he said to Abra­ 
ham. ‘Through your posterity all the 
families of the earth will be blessed. 
It was to you that God first sent his 
servant after he had raised him from 
the dead, to bless you by making ev­ 
ery one of you turn from his wicked­ 
ness.” 
As they were talking in this way 


to the people, the high priests, the 
commander of the Temple, and the 
Saddueees came up to them, greatly 
disturbed because they were teach­ 
ing the people and declaring that in 
the case of Jesus there had been a 
resurrection from the dead. 
They 
arrested them, and as It was already 
evening, they shut them up until next 
morning. But many of those who had 
heard what they said believed it, and 
their number grew to be about five 
thousand. 
On the next day the leading mem­ 
bers of the council, the elders, and 
the scribes met in Jerusalem, with 
Annas the high 
priest, 
Caiaphas, 
John, Alexander, and all who belong­ 
ed to the high priest’s family. They 
had the apostles 
brought 
before 
them and demanded of them, 
“By what power or authority have 
men like you done this?” 
Then Peter, filled with the holy 
Spirit, said to them, 
“Leaders o^ the people and mem­ 
bers of the council, if it is for a bene­ 
fit conferred upon a helpless man, 
and as to show he was cured, that 
we are called to account here today, 
you and the people of Israel must all 
know that it is through the power of 
Jesus Christ of Nazareth whom you 
crucified but whom God raised from 
the dead, that he stands here before 
you well. 
He is the stone that you 
builders rejected, which has become 
Jhe cornerstone. 
There is no salva­ 
tion through anyone else, for there 
is no one else in the world who has 
been named to men as their only 
means of being saved.” 
They were amazed to see how out­ 
spoken Peter and John were, and to 
find that they were uneducated men 
with no 
advantages. 
They recogn­ 
ized them as companions of Jesus, 
and seeing the man who had been 
cured standing beside them, they 
had nothing to say. But they order­ 
ed them out of the presence of the 
council and conferred together. They 
said, 
“What are we to do with these 
men? For it is plain to everyone in 
Jerusalem 
that 
an 
extraordinary 
wonder has been done by ti em. We 
cannot deny that. But to keep it from 
spreading farther among thb people 
let us warn them to say nothing to? 
anyone else at all about this person.” 
So they called them in and order­ 
ed them not to speak or teach at 
all about the name of Jesus. 
But 
Peter and John answered them, 
“You must decide whether it is 
right in the sight of God to obey you 
instead of him, for wre cannot help 
telling wbat we have seen and heard.* 
But after further threats they let 
them go, as they could find no way 
to punish them, on account of the 
people, who were all giving honor to 
God for what had happened, for the 
man on whom this wonder of healing 
had been done was more than forty 
years old. 
After being released, the apostles 
went back to their friends, an<J told 
them w hat the high priests and mem­ 
bers of the council had said to them. 
When they heard it, w’ith one impulse 
they all raised their voices to God 
and said, 
“Master, it was you who made 
heaven, earth, and sea, and every­ 
thing that is in them, and who said 
through tho holy Spirit by the lips 
of our forefather David, your slave, 
“Why did the heathen rage, 
And the people form vain designs? 
The king of the earth stood by, 
And the rulers assembled 
Against the Lord and against his 
Christ.”
